There Was an ostentatious show fairness as 
well as legality about the institution. ‘The 
drawings were conducted, with ceremony ina 
large hall. The glass wheels stood on a raised 
at form and blindfolded boys drew the num- 
wrx. Anybody was admitted, and often quite 
a crowd assembled. 

A BITTER FIGHT. 

Murray, Miller & Co. had too good a thing 
not to be interfered with. There were plenty 
of right-meaning people who denounced the 
Missouri State Lottery as a burning shame 
and a disgrace to the Commonwealth. There 
were those who had self-interest in opposi- 
tion, and who used to threaten war occasion- 
ally—the gamblers—because they argued to 
themselves that the money which went for 
P lottery would naturally come to them, a great 
part of it, if lottery was out of the way. It 
would be. difficult to say just what 
motives started the bitter fight on the 
State Lottery, which ended in making 
itsomething of the past. It commenced with 
police raids and the Police Court, went into 
the Circuit Court on a quo warranto and thence 
tothe Supreme Court of the State, finally 
reaching Washington on a side issue, whic 
iovolved the question of operation, Not until 
interference Was refused in the highest court 
of the land did the proprietors let go of the 
valuable franchise. When one glass wheel was 
taken away they got another, and as fast as 
their vendors were arrested they went secur- 
ity for them. During five vears of 
continuous litigation, the Missouri State 
Lettery dropped, it is calculated, 
not less than a quarter of a million dollars in 
lawyers’ fees, costs of litigation, fines and 
slush funds. The last mentioned item was by 
no means a small one, for the lottery men put 
money Wherever they thought it would do 
most good. 

A TRIP TONEW FRANKLIN, 

In the course of all the litigation somebody 
went to New Franklin to see that plank road. 
It was found to be almost amyth. The few 
rods that had been put down had almost rot- 
ted away. New Franklin had not only given 
up all hopes of ereatness, but had 
grown too small 10 have trustees, 
Indeed, it seemed as if the town had been 
blighted: as if the lottery had been a curse to 
it as wellas the state. Any connection be- 
tween the town and the franchise had ceased 
to exist a dozen years before. 

It was only a few months ago that the last 
of this litication took place. Without a vestige 
of Jegal claim to stand on the company had to 
face it long record of fines 
against vendors gnd employes. Plesding 
for merey, and gig plentiful promises to 
make no lurther ef} >yts to run the lottery, the 
representatives of {he company effected a com- 
promise with the Police Board, and their 
vendors were all let off on nominal fines.

The businees is no longer a power- 
ful monopoly, taking its hundreds of thousands 
out of the pockets of the poorer and ignorant 
classes and a standing stain on the State’s es- 
cutcheon, But there are lotteries running 
stin.

through the connivance of officials it is hard 
to Say. The old Missouri State Lottery many 
a time proved powerful enough to silence offi- 
‘ial Opposition and to ward off threatened 
aggressive measures. It had means 
of reaching and influencing those 
in power. Nominally these lotteries 
are now run under cover. There is a show of 
secrecy about the vending and the drawing as 
if interference was feared. That they resist 
because the authorities are unable to sus 
press them is a proposition, Ntelligent people 
wit pion: accept. The offices where the 
ficke sin these Furious drawings are sold 
number several scores,but there is no ostenta- 
tion about them. No placard or sign desig- 
nates the entrance. The player is usually 
ushered in through a back door, and if he is 
unknown to the vendor and not introduced, 
the chances are against getting tickets. There 
are officers detailed in citizen’s dress to dct 
as detectives and apprehend these vendors. 
It isn’t often of late that an arrest ix made, 
but-the lottery men pretend to be afraid of 
thefpolice. so, too, it may be remarked, do 
the gamblers, and maintain doorkeepers who 
scan closely all strangers, but just the same 
these gambling hells run day and night, and 
there might as well be no semblance of police 
disapproval, It amounts to nothing but to 
make the department ridiculous in the eyes of 
the gamblers, the lottery men and the public. 
The profitable nature of the lottery business

Nigger Lottery 
is the vulgar designation for the sixth scheme.

The patron does it 
all himself. He makes his play on five cents 


envelopes in which are numbers. The player 
draws, and if he “hits the combination” he 
gets his money on the spot and the transac- 
tion is closed. If he don’t he goes away, or 
what is more likely, if he has any money he 
tries it again. Thix, however, is nota very 
2 scheme. The lottery player likes to 
ave more machinery anda longer time to 
dwell in anticipation of having struck it rich. 


The Law. 

It used to be the complaint of the authori- 
ties when prosecuting the State lottery that 
the law allowed too many loopholes. It would 
seem as if no such excuse forinaction could be 
given now. The City Couggil last spring passed 
an ordinance under which it is simply imopssi- 


ble-for lotteries to run in st. Louis without the 
tucit consent of the authorities. ‘This lawpro- | 
vides a penalty for the management, for the 
publication, for the vending, forthe occupation 
premises—indeed, a man ean hardly pass 
u lottery shop without being in some way 
amenable. The provisions are what 
might be called iron-clad. The sections read 
as follows 


SECTION 1. If any person shall make or estab- 
lish, or aid or assist in making or establishing, 
“any lottery, gift enterprise, or scheme of draw- 
ing in the nature of a lottery for any purpose in 
the city of st. Louis, or shall advertise or make 
ee: or cause to be advertised or made pub- 
ic by means of any newspaper, pamphlet, cir- 
cular or other written or printed notice thereof, 
printed or circulated in the city of St. Louis, 
whether the same is being oristo be conducted, 
held or drawn within or without the city of St. 
Louis, he shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and, upon conviction thereof, shall be 
fined not less than Slo nor more than $00 for 
each offense. 

Sec. 2. Any person whoshallin the city of 
St.- Louis, sell or expose to sale, or cause to be 
sold or exposed to sale, or shall keep on hand

Was Visited for the purpose of ascertuinines 
Whether Mr. MeCarthy was still selling lottery 
tickets. The entrance tothe room in which 
the lottery tickets are sold is through a cigar 
store, of Which Mr. McCarthy is manager and 
sole proprietor. The rear of the Cigar 
store is partitioned off, forming another little 
room about six feet square. This is the room 
Which MeCarthy calls his lottery oftice. By 
entering an — in the partition, in lien 
of a dour, and then groping between two par- 
titions, arranged like the shifting scenes on a 
country stage, the reporter found himself in a 
dimly lighted little room. The most striking 
feature of the room was the 
strong odor of tobaceo and stale beer which 
pervaded the premises. In one corner was 2 
small stove, behind which was seated an aged 
negro, smoking a clay pipe, and every little 
while remarking that he wished “the bosx-~ 
would come with the drawn’s.” Two other 
respectable-looking men were seated 
on boxes, in another corner of 
the room di-cussing the re- 
spective merits of the lately-appointed Police 
Commissioners.

France also bas an attatchment in the form 
of the Newport, Ky., Paper and Printing 
Company. This is one of the rather numer- 
ous franchises granted by the Kentucky Legis- 
lature. ‘The State so devoted to horse racing 
has always been a fine field for the lottery 
men. Since starting his Hospital drawing 
France has letthe Kentucky franchise take the 
second place. This Hospital drawing is 
claimed by France to be legal, bared on an old 
Legislative act, which was assed to 
enable the St. Louis Hospital man- 
agement to raise money. It may be 
stated, however, that the sisters in charge of 
the St. Louis Hospital on Grand avenue repu- 
diate all counection with the lottery and de- 
clare they receive no percentage of the profits 
and derive no benefit of any kind. France is 
said to have forty-five offices in the city where 
tickets in this hospital{drawing are sold.|Many 
of them are cigur and news stands and tickets 
are only sold to those the vendor recognizes. 


The Missouri Lottery. 

Capt. S. W. Hutchinson, in partnership with 
a combination of old venders, is running what 
is called the Missouri Lottery. It is managed 
on much the same plan as the one France is 
operating. France, however, is the sole pro- 
prietor of his and allows his vendors to retain 
a certain per cent of their sales, about twenty 
in most cases, it being understood that they 
take the risk of prosecution.

‘They cater to people who cannot gratify 
their passion at the keno and faro house where 
restrictions exist as to sex and age. Wash- 
tub earnings find an easy outlet by the till of 
the lottery agent; it is an accommodating 
game in which all can take a hand. 

Tom Hooper’s establishment is similar in 
appearance to any other branch ticket office | 
of the lottery business. It hides its character 
in a shamefaced way behind painted windows 
and door, and its operations are still further 
concealed behind a screen. Post-DIs- 
PATCH reporter dropped in about 4 o’clock on 
Saturday afternoon. The office from the side- 
walk bore no sign whatever of anything going 
on within, but the door yielded tothe pres- 
sure of the hand, and walking behind the 
screen the reporter found the proprietor 
warming his toes at the stove in front of the 
little counter. Hooperis an elderly man, cler- 
ical in appearance, neatly dressed, courtly in 
manner und dignified in utterance.

Hardly any lottery dealer in St. Louis does a 
more extensive business than Mr. Ed. Kaub at 
419 Walnut street. He is an extensive adver- 
tiser and has, besides the ordinary game of 
Louisiana monthly drawing, Kerr’s Kentucky 
Lottery and France’s Hospital Scheme. The 
entrance to the shop proper is through a cigar 
store, Where Mr. Kaub usually presides, The 
counter in this store was presided over by an 
unusually ignorant young man, who 
had never heard of such a 
thing as a lottery in his life, apparently. He 
was quite sure they had no tickets for sale 
there, but he offered to try and secure for the 
reporter some tickets for the journeymen 

lasterers ball if they would do him instead. 

he seribe intimated that it was not merely 
tickets, as tickets, that he wanted, but that he 
wished to woo the Goddess of Fortune.
